Our first “fruit” of the garden is 
rheubarb. The majority of the people 
do not apreciate it at its full worth. 
Early in the session, a few stalks are 
used for pies, and the remainder allow- 
ed to go to waist, when it might be a 
common article of diet all the year 
round. For the spring and sutnmer 
season, it can be made into a variety of 
pies and puddings, and for the winter 
season, it may be preserved in the form 
of jam, jelly, butter and canned, either 
alone, or in combination with other 
fruits. One of the objections given to 
the plentiful use of rheubarb is the 
amount of sugar called for to make it 
sweet enough ; but it is worth the cost. 

Rhubarb Pie— Line a pie tin with 
rich paste ; mix half a cupful of nice 
white sugar and one leaping table- 
spoonful of flour together, and spread 
over the bottom of the crust ; cut the 
tender stalks of rhubarb into small 
pieces without peeling, and fill into 
the crust ; over this sprinkle a cupful 
of white sugar and put on the top* 
crust. Bake in a slow oven, so the 
juice will not boil over. The rheubarb* 
may be slightly stewed, sweetened, the 
grated rind and juice of a lemon added 
and the beaten yobs 01 iwo eggs stir- 
red into it, baked in an under crust 
and a nice meringue spread over the 
top. 

Serve hot or cold with sugar or cream, 
or nice sauce. While baking, it is es- 
sential that the steam should not es- 
cape, asjthis must cook the rheubarb - . 

Rhubarb should not be cooked in tin, 
as it is very acid. Agaetware, porce- 
lain-lined, or earthen ware should al- 
ways be used. 

Rheubarb Pudding— Butter well thin 
slices of stale bread ; put a layer of 
finely cut rheubarb (r.ct cocked), in a 
baking dish, sprinkle lightly with 
sugar, cover with slices of bread 
(crumbs may be used), another layer 
of fruit, sugar and bread, until the dish 
is full, with a layer of bread crumbs 
on top. Pour over this one cupful of 
water, cover with a plate, and bake in 
the oven for half an hour.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER. 

/ 

Washington, April 12th. — The decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Michigan 
tax case has further involved the ques- 
tion of rate legislation, but it has vin- 
dicated the positionjof the leading law- 
yers of the Senate who have maintain- 
ed all along that the Hepburn bill, as 
formed, is unconstitutional. The de- 
cision was voiced by Justice Brewer, 
whq said : 

^In the nation no one of the three 
great departments can assume to be 
given the function of another, for the 
Constitution distinctly grants to the 
President, Congress and the judiciary, 
separately, the executive, legislative 
and judicial powers of the nation. It 
may, therefore, be conceded that an 
attempted delegation by Congress, to 
the President or any ministerial officer 
or board, of power to fix a rate of tax- 
ation or exercise other legislative 
functions would be judged unconstitu- 
tional.” 

Senators Knox and Spooner are in- 
vestigating the ruling, and the Senate 
is anxiously awaiting the result of their 
inquiry. The immediate effects of the 
Supreme Court’s dictum, however, has 
been to strengthen the belief of several 
Senators that the proposed rate legis- 
lation, as now crawn, shows a danger- 
ous tsndency to obstruct free access to 
the regularly constituted courts, and 
that it is class legislation, the deletre- 
ious effects of which would be felt in 
every phase of commercial life. 

— o — 

There is as much need for base ball 
in the Philippines as there is for the 
civilizing graces of education. This is 
the belief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, which is striving to inculate in 
the Filipino students in this country 
the necessity of their countrymen tak- 
ing up the athletic sports of the Ameri- 
cans. The need of the average Filipino 
is said to be along physical rather than 
mental lines. For that reason the 
students now in this country are being 
encouraged to take active part in all 
college athletics and gymnasium work. 



Ornithologists are wondering just 
what manner of birds are the pair that 
have made their nests in the tower of 
the Postoffice Department building. 
They seem to be hawks, but they are 
larger than this specie, being almost 
as large as eagles. Their presence, in 
any event, has caused a big falling off 
in the pigeon population of the capital.

The boys enthu- 
siastically fell in with the plan, and 
under Quentin’s guidance stormed and 
took the private wing of the Executive 
Mansion. The capture of the Presi- 
dent quickly followed. 



Segregation of employees is the 
latest reform instituted in the Govern- 
ment printing office by the new public 
printer, Charles A. Stillings. As a 
“reformer” Mr. Stillings has proved 
hirnseP beyond compare. His order 
compelling employees to stand at 
“s’lute” when he passes by scarcely 
had ceased to attract public attention, 
when he promulgated his order forbid- 
ding men and women to mingle in the 
elevators during certain hours of the 
day. Male and female employees here- 
after will be yanked up and d(^'n from 
their employment on elevators kept in- 
violate to the use of each sex. Woe 
betide the man who ventures to invade 
the sanctity of the “female” elevator, 
and as for the luckless woman who 
dares intrude within the tobaco-scented 
portals of the “male” lift, the weight 
of the Stillings’ v displeasure will fall 
upon her. 



If the recommendation of W.' S. Ros- 
siter, chief clerk of the Census bureau, 
is adopted, a leak of something like 
$45,000 in the printing office will be 
stopped. In 1904 the public printer 
used 40,000,000 square inches of gold 
leaf in lettering publications issued by 
that office. The cost was $48,262. The 
Census Bureau publications were letter- 
ed at a cost of $80, aluminum being 
used instead of gold by the public 
printer the total cost would have been 
$2,121, instead of upward of $48,000. 
Mr. Rossiter declares the aluminum 
lettering is as durable and as handsome 
as gold.

Smith, whose home is in Sturgis, South 
Dakota, declared the country was too 
vast for any hard and fast rule of pro- 
cedure, and declared the Middle West 
would be better served if this question- 
able power were withheld and a greater 
effort made to wipe out transportation 
rebates, unjust discriminations and 
other abuses.
